Peony Culture 


Peonies will grow anywhere—reasonably speaking. 
They thrive in partial shade, but best results are 
obtained when they are planted in deep, rich soil 
about 2 inches below the surface and have a sunny 
location. Plenty of water during the growing season 

is an added stimulus, and if liquid manure is applied 

at intervals of ten days, the grower will be amply 
repaid for his trouble in the increased size and 
coloring of the flowers. Winter protection is not 
necessary, but a light covering of manure is 
beneficial.
